Attendance 

Prominent Club Women Take 
Fart in International 
Program

“Let those wlio want visible 
defense, in the way of ships, etc., 
go ahead with their plans, do riot 
try to stop it,” was the statement 
made by Mrs. Charles H. Rich¬ 
mond, chairman of International 
Relations, before an audience of 
more than 200 women at the itec- 
iprocity meeting of the Sierra 
Madre Woman's Club Wednesday. 

“Remember, war has been the 
most fascinating thing in the 
world for centuries. That is, it 
was fascinating in the beginning 
—never in the end. We can not 
take away the ohi method of set¬ 
tling disputes in a second. There 
are 135 ways in which our na¬ 
tional honor could be alTected 
enough to make war, but one 
nee<l only go through the hospitals 
to say that this shall not happen 
again. But this work must not 
be founded on sentiment and emo¬ 
tion. It must be constructive and 
intelligent, establisheil upon tho’t 
and purpo.se. But if ever there 
was a cause for people to be on 
their knees, it is for the progress 
of world peace in the last few 
years, which has been more than 
that made in many centuries.” 

In speaking of national defense 
and disarmament, Mrs. Richmond 
stated that we cannot merely de¬ 
mand disarm.’iment and olfer no 
substitute. She told of some of 
■41'e forces that are working to 
change the settling of interna¬ 
tional issues. “Let them spend 
their billions,” she said, “while 
we go on spending our elfoit to¬ 
ward a strong education that will 
will mean a surer weapon. In 
~^rying to think internationally we 
inu.st cultivate an international 
mind. You can not use the kind 
of a mind you have been using, as 
the international mind must be I 
stretched. Each home and nation 
mu.st be developed as an individ- i 
ual, and each nation mu.st be out- ■ 
standing as an entity, or there ' 
can be no continuity, she said. ; 
But we must have an internation- , 
al aspect as a whole. 

Mrs. Richmod t(dd of her trip 
to Geneva two years ago, and 
gave many interesting facts about 
the League of Nsitions. She stat- , 
ed about DO per cent of the time i 
of the league is spent on things | 
other than war repaiations. That 
a thorough stiniy i.s made of world 
markets, the raw markets, condi¬ 
tions of labor and industry, pub¬ 
lic health departments, studying 
how plagues can he avoide<l, the 
narcotic evil, the protection of 
women and children. 

She called attention to the fact 
that there are no longer barriers 
other than political barriers. 
Oceans today do not mean bar¬ 
riers, they are merely means of 
communication. In the power of 
the United States, she stated, she 
believed lay the most potent fac¬ 
tor in stopping of wars. “They 
say if we could control 100 sen¬ 
ators we could play our [)art.” It 
seems that this could be accom¬ 
plished by the women. We must 
be educating the people to think 
along the proper liens. Physical 
defense is now an impossibility, 
as everything today can be pene¬ 
trated by the ailvance<l means of 
warfare. There was a time when 
you could build a wall, or a fort¬ 
ress, but the time has come when 
other forms of security must be 
obtained for intellectual opera- 
tAn.” 

She stated that at the League 
of Nations conferences twenty-six 
seats were reserved for Ameri¬ 
cans, with more than 500 people 
claiming them. The United States 
•§he .stated, has played a gre.-it 
fftirt in the drawing up of the 
Kellogg multi-lateral treaty which 
is a frank renunciation of war as 
a national policy. 

Mrs. Horace E. Coleman, who 
has lived in Japan for eighteen 
years, was the .second speaker of 
the afternoon. She told of the 
..many ways for the people Irving 
here to help in the big work of 
the Orient. She also spoke of 
the splendid work Mrs. Elmer 
Green of Sierra Madre had been , 
doing helping with the program 
for Kobe College, in Japan. The ' 
beautiful Ijiings of art create<l 
by the Japane.se, we consider pe¬ 
culiar and curious, she stated, only 
because w'e do not understand 
what has been attempted by the 
artists, and the people of this

Two Sewage 
Plans Given 
To Meeting 

Outfall System to Ocean or 
Reduction and Water 
Conservation 

Sewage disposal was the topic 
of a highly interesting discussion! 
at the monthly meeting of the 
Associated chambers of commerce 
in La Verne Tuesday night. Siena 
Madre was represented by J. M. 
Campbell, Councilman J. Belohla- 
vek, Henry Isaacs and George F. 
Blakeslee, and C. B. Klunk, Geo. 
Norris and Bob Babbitt. 

The relative merits of an out¬ 
fall sewer to the ocean and a 
modem reduction plant with facil¬ 
ities for conserving the water un¬ 
der the ground were discu.ssed. 
Franklin Thomas of Pasadena ad¬ 
vocated the handling of sewage as 
a conservation measure. He would 
have the solids removed and con¬ 
verted to commercial fertilizer 
and other uses, while the water 
would be purified so that it would 
be suitable for addition to the 
rapidly depleted underground sup¬ 
ply of the region. 

Engineer Warren of the county 
sanitation district advocated the 
construction of outfall sewers 
which would carry the effluent out 
into the ocean. Such districts 
have already been organized in 
the areas nearer the ocean, and 
the issue will again be up for de¬ 
cision soon in connection with 
district No. 7 which includes a 
large part of the San Gabriel 
Valley. This district once voted 
against a bond issue for the con¬ 
struction of sewer mains to the 
various towns in the district. Some 
of the cities where sewage dis¬ 
posal is an acute problem want 
to dissolve the present district 
and submit a new bond issue in 
territory known to be favorable 
to the proposition. The question 
to be decided is, which cities want 
to .stay in and which want to be 
left out?

A FEW weeks ago I had to drive along: 

an almost forgotten road, to find an 
isolated seaside farm on the coast above: 
San Francisco. It was late alternoon on a 
very hot day; the sun was going down j 
across a shining stretch of ocean, and on | 
the north and south sides of the cliffs deep, i 
rich shadows lay in the silent water. j

cold ablution, and all the other odds and 
ends of sea-poetry that 1 knew. Things 
went on getting more and more beautiful, as \ 
the sun set, and dewy smells of dry grass; 
and tarweed began to drift about, and gulls | 
flew over the car. The hills ahead were in i 
shadow now and the water filled with deep 
luminous rellection from the sky. It made 
one feel strangely like a child again—or 
was it like Scotland in midsummer, with the 
heather scenting the air—or was it just 
what one remembered of old lithographs of 
hills and cottages nestling under oaks, and 
old lanes dipping between wild roses and tall 

brown yarrow to the sea-? 

Later I said to my host, over a kitchen 
supper in a farmhouse, that there had teen 
something possibly occult ateut that 30- 
mile drive, something bewildering and rem¬ 
iniscent— 

“I know what it was,” he said. “We all 
feel it. It’s a prosaic enough thing, too. 
There was no advertising along the road.’ 

And then the whole thing was clear in a 
flash, and I understood. The exquisite 
stretches of hill and shoi'e and meadow had 
teen just that—hill and shore and meadow, 
the age-old inspiration for poets and dream¬ 
ers, the age-old heritage and healing for 
the weary and jaded. 

On that l«ng heavenly drive my eyes had 
not teen assaulted by bold yellow and red 
placai'ds screaming the merits of various 
things.

VALUE OF PLANNING 

A MAN is as old as his arteries, and a 
city is as large as its arteries. A city 
cannot gi'ow after its arteries have become 
overloaded. Cities must either go forward 
or backward. When they cease to grow 
they begin to decay. So it is of vital inter¬ 
est to the city of today to endeavor to pre¬ 
pare its major traffic streets now for the 
riumljer of cars that will be upon them in 
the future.

It will j 
not get a system that will meet the de-' 
mands of traffic, and it is cerain to cause j 
expenditures greater than the cost of a' 
planned system would have been. —“The 
Plan-It,” City Planning Commission, Poi't- 
land, Oregon.

A WISE PROPOSAL 

(San Bernardino Telegram) 

P ENDING in the legislature of Califor¬ 
nia for consideration when that body 
returns to Sacramento for the long session 
is a measure which ought to have tiie earn¬ 
est support of eveiy taxpayer in Calitornia. 
it will go far to lessen taxes by placing cer¬ 
tain e.xpeiiditures under the scrutiny ol the 
tux-payers periodically or, at the least, lurn- 
ishing those who provide the iuiids to main¬ 
tain goveinnient with the precise inlorma- 
tion as to why' goveriimeut costs what it 
does. 

Tills measure provides for the amiual 
publication of expenditures of every school 
and also of each projxised budget. The idea 
ill itself is not new, inasmuch as it is in 
practice in some other states, and because 
the principle itself has already' been fre¬ 
quently written into legislation in Calitornia. 

Every' irrigation district in this state 
must annually publish a statement of its 
expenditures. National banks and state 
banks in California must publish statements 
periodically. Public administrators and city 
treasurers in most cities are comjxilled to 
publish annual statements and the law re- 
(piires county lioards ot supervisors to lay' 
before their constituencies at stated inter¬ 
vals detailed statements of tlie proceedings 
at their weekly meeings. 

Boards of education have been hitherto 
exempt from this requirement, for some 
reason that is not clear as to principle. As 
to fact, the reason why they have not been 
required to make their proceedings public 
as other public boards must do has lam in 
opposition of the organization ot teachers 
in California whose political strength has 
always opposed ijermitting the public to dis¬ 
cover anything more concerning school fin¬ 
ances than is already known, inasmuch as 
expenditures are made, and tax levies asses¬ 
sed, at the instance of the educators who 
ar'e the professional advisers of the city, 
county and district school boards. 

This opposition has been unwarranted, 
not only te'cause .school boards should not 
be exempt from the retiuirements to which 
other govei'iiing bodies must conform, but 
the publication of school expenses would 
actually redound to the benefit of school 
administrators. The criticism to which 
boards of supervisors in California were 
subjected before publication of their pro¬ 
ceedings became obligatory has been meas¬ 
urably lessened. I’ublic confidence in gov¬ 
ernment has been strengtliened wherever 
government lays the facts as to its activi¬ 
ties before the people. 

The glowing restiveness of many taxpay¬ 
ers under increasing taxation for the main¬ 
tenance of the public schools would be les¬ 
sened if the taxpayers were annually ad¬ 
vised where, how and why this money was 
spent. It would inure to the lienelit of the 
educator because it would tend to allay the 
increasing distrust with which school adiniii- 
istratious are regarded.

DECENTRALIZATION 

(Los Angeles Expres.s) 

rjiIlE single I'emedy for city congestion is 
.A to spread out, a redistriliution of popu¬ 
lation, industry and commerce, is the con¬ 
clusion of the committee on Regional Rian 
of New York and its environs. The com¬ 
mittee has given five years of intensive 
study to the New York traffic problem. Tlie 
lepoi't and the committee’.s conclusions will 
prove as interesting and, it may lie hoped, 
as instructive and helpful to all large cities. 

A significant thing i.; that the New York 
committee departs from the accepted idea 
of tiaffic experts in general, who place their 
reliance for solution of congestion problems 
in added traffic and transit facilities, and 
says such measuies never can give adequate 
relief because their effect is to promote too 
much separation of homes and places of 
work. 

The committee recommends creation of 
complete, self-contained suburban towns, 
where the inhabitants would have not only 
theii- residence, hut their woi'k and places 
of husine.ss and the needed facilities for 
.social life. And such is the trerul of modern 
cities. They become, as Los Angeles is do¬ 
ing, communities within a community. Ne- 
ce.ssity being the mother of inv'ention, dis¬ 
covered long ago that sperading the crowd 
was the .single sure way to I'olieve crowding.

ards. Becau.se of this attitude of 
■*TnTff(T*lhey hint, suKteest, or arti¬ 
ficially force a reaction from the 
child for which tlie proper adjust- 
mGnt has not been maile. 

•Almost every adult can call to 
mind some unpleasant experience 
in which a family friend or rela¬ 
tive always manaKed to keep a 
step ahead of him and fuileil to 
allow him to work out or rather 
think through the more oi less 
complex situation which he was 
facing. One freijuently hears a 
parent decry that "John never 
.stops to think.” Y'et perhaps that 
same parent unwittingly deprived 
John many times of the opportun¬ 
ity to form the habit of con.struc- 
tive thinking. 

In his play-life the child meets 
many and varied situation.s. When 
allowed to react natuially In;, 
truest education is going on. .U 
first he will utilize little of his 
thinking capacity, hut as obstacles 
arise demanding mote attention, 
he liegins to reason ami experi¬ 
ment till finally some solution is 
found. Not until a child has put 
forth his best elforts in meeting 
a given situation should thi.s edu¬ 
cational process he inteifered with 
and then only in the form of a 
helpful suggestion which will 
open up to him a new avenue of 
'Ifr asoning or discovery.

Thermometer At 
Lowest Point Seen 
In Several Years 


Row temperature prevailing 
thruout .Southern California dur¬ 
ing the past week caused citrus 
fruit growers to fire up the or¬ 
chard heaters everywhere. It is 
believed the cold was not severe 
enough to cause much damage to 
orchards which were thus pro¬ 
tected. 

The regi.stering thermometer 
maintained by the ilepartment of 
agriculture in the A'erxa orchard 
on Rive Oak Avenue reached a 
minimum of 24.1 F Saturday night 
and remained at that point four 
hours. This is sufficient to effect 
complete loss to the unprotected 
lemons. 

The orchard heaters in u.se in 
Sierra Madre groves are of mod¬ 
ern type, so the smudge nuisance 
was not felt here. But there was 
visible evidence of the use of 
countless old-fashioned ''smudge 
pots” in the orchards in the val¬ 
ley to the south and southeast, 
with the dense clouds of black 
smoke which hung like a pall in 
the morning and then rose to ob- 
.scure the sunshine.
